What  does  Arthur  Curtis  mean  when  he  states:  "This 
is  a  matter  of  considerable  regret  because  it  [the 
1942  Pioneer  Day  celebration]  will  be  the  first 
meeting  I  have  missed  in  the  past  twenty-four  years 
Does  he  mean  that  "every  year  for  the  past  24  years 
there  has  been  a  Pioneer  Day  celebration  and  I  have 
attended  all  those  cel ebrations"  --  in  which  case 
Pioneer  Day  celebrations  took  place  in  1919  and  1925 
Does  he  mean  that  "every  year  during  the  past  twenty 
four  years  in  which  there  has  been  a  Pioneer  Day  cel 
bration  I  have  been  in  attendance" --in  which  case  we 
can  not  deduce  from  Arthur  Curtis'  statement  whether 
or  not  Pioneer  Day  celebrations  were  held  in  1917, 
1919  and  1  925.
